Local Scientists Point The Way 
To Practical Use Of High Protein 
Forages And Vegetables In Glades 


Editors Note: John Randolph, 
Agricultural Engineer, Dr. Vic- 
tor E. Green, Jr., and Dr. J. 
P. Winfree of the Everglades 
Experiment Station have just 
completed a paper on "Mech- 
anical Dewatering of Forage and 
Potential Forage Crops” for pre- 
sentation at the '59 Annual 
Meeting of the American So- 
cieyt of Agricultural Engineers, 
Ithaca, New York.

This grticle is an attempt to 
express in layman's language 
just what pertinent and reliable 
information is available. Our 
own scientists have come far to- 
wards pointing the way to a 
25 to 50 million dollar new in- 
dustry for the Gladelands.

to convictions of agronomists nutritionists, cattlemen and 


farmers. 

Further, feeds of equal and 
superior TDN content, and of 
equal and superior palatability 
to the cow, may be produced 
in the Gladeslands at a figure 
of $47.50 per ton, with $40 per 
ton as a reasonably attainable 
goal. E 

Yields of from five to ten 
tons of feed permacre per year 
containing a minimum of 12% 
protein at 1096 moisture are 
easily obtainable; variations de- 
pend on type of forage and ef- 
ficiency of operation. 

Records at the Everglades Ex- 
periment Station over the years 
demonstrate that ALL forages 
grown on the high nitrogen-con- 
tent Glades soils produce un- 
equalled tonnages with 12 to 
18% proWein content on -the 
average. 

The blessing of Nature in our 
generous supply-ef fresh water 
has proven a detrfment in mak- 
ing these high-protein-content 
forages available to the cow - 
beef and milk - as in sub-trop- 
ical areas whére hay making 
is-next to impóssible, 

English agricultural scientists 
have made extensive research 
in mechanical dewatering of 
forages to secure concentrated 
protein solids; Italian agricul- 
tural scientists have made prac- 
tical every-day mechanical de- 
watering so that cattle may take 
advantage of these highly nut- 
ritional forages produced in the 
temporate climates of the world. 

In mechanical dewatering fol- 
lowed by artificial dehydration, 
it has been demonstrated that 
mechanical removal of the ten- 
der ends of forage leaves when 
dried to proper stage, gives mat- 
ter holding up to 25% crude 
protein - equal to finest alfalfa 
leaf meal. This by-passing and 
removal of these tender part- 
icles leaves the major portion 
of the forages to continue in the 
dryer until the desired moisture 
content is attained 

The Italian Experimenters 
have allowed the liquor extract- 
ed through mechanical dewa- 
tering to precipitate naturally 
and/or with chemical stimu- 
lants, and also by evaporation. 
The precipitate has been found 
to contain up to 30%, plus, pro- 
tein, and has been added back 


to the material through the drier 


to raise the protein content of 
the finished product. 

With these facts listed and 
studied, it became apparent to 
the Everglades Experiment Sta- 
tion scientists (Randolph, Green, 
Winfree, and Allison) that in- 
genuity must produce the econ- 
omical answer, 

They knew that citrus pulp 
had been mechanically dewa- 
tered to make a most desirable 
cattle feed, with the juices be- 
ing made into citrus molasses. 
Why not try the same machine 
used in citrus? It was tried, and 
in principle it worked. Of course 
as in any mechanical process, 
bugs appeared, but they have 
been eliminated, or solutions 
found for their elimination. 

These types of dewatering 
machines are Mfgd. by Dan B. 
Vincent, Inc, Tampa, Fla., the 
10", 12" and 16-inch models in 
three different service applica- 
tions. A fixed installation is in 
operation at the Durrance Ranch 
at Brighton; the Everglades Ex- 
periment Station has a mobile 
unit; and a large, feed concern 
in Georgia is using a press 
mounted directly on a forage 
harvester, 

Many most interesting facts 
have been brought to light 
through the studies and pub- 
lished reports of these men at 
our own Glades Station. 

The current paper by the Ex- 
periment Station trio says that 
mechanical dewatering" could 
conceivably make possible the 
development of extended season 
processing of forages, that may 
be patterened after industrial 
operations—and lead to max- 
imum production of desirable 
quality values per acre, pot- 
entially recoverable within 
sound economic consideration" 

Glades forages normally con- 
tain from 79 to 8796 moisture 
when harvested at their peak 
nutritional stage of growth; an 
animal must eat about. 200 
pounds of these freshly har- 
vested forages in order to get 
30 pounds of dry matter. If this 
moisture is reduced to 70%, 200 
pounds of forage eaten will give 
the cow 60 pounds of nutrit-

Tests have proven that this 
moisture above 70-7556 is "free 
water;” from this stage down 
to approximately 40% moisture 
is termed "Capillary Moisture;"
